At about a centres con- 
tractora are fighting mixed weather 
and time in building accommodation 
for about 3,000 men. The concrete 
dormitories, refectories, wash-houses 
and offices were started m January last 
and are expected to be ready for the 
turf-cutters at tve beginning of May. 
Lacal turf-cutters already have started 
on their private banks, and; as a 
deal of drainage will have to be done 
before the maximum output of tarf 
will be reached, much hard work will 
be put in on these bogs before Dublin's 
needs for next winter can be met. Con- 
tractors and local ple agree in say- 
ing that it would have been better if 
the present turf-cutting plan had been 
begun six months ago. n the con- 
tractors would have had more material 
to work with, and the iminary 
drainage could have been done, so as 
to let the turf-cutters begin on the real 
job of production at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 

As it is, the contractors expect to 
have the camps finished by eariy May; 
after that, they feel, it is up to the 
turf-cutters. It is not known to what 
extent the potential migrants: of the 
West have fallen in with the Govern- 
ment’s scheme. Heretofore large num- 
hers of them have migrated annually ‘to 
England and Scotland to work on the 
land, and whether they will regard 
work on Government bogs aa an attrac- 
tive substitute for this is not known. 
Difficulties of ‘travel, however, will 
probably leave them with no alterna- 
tive. 

The work on the camps is hampered 
te some extent by shortage of labour 
and contractors are taking men from 
Dublin by lorry daily and paying the 
Dublin rates of pay. It is expected 
that this difficulty will spread im the 
immediate future and that more men 
from Dublin will have to be transported. 
Local people are adding to the con- 
tractors’ difficulties by charging as much 
as 35s.—in some isolated cases more— 
per week for lodging with “wo meals a 
day. As the labouring then receive 
in the region of £2 8s. a week, this 
does not add to the attractions of 
working on the building of the camps. 


CAMP DESCRIBED 


To-day I visited one of the camps— 
the one at Allenwood—where accom- 
modation for 250-men is being built. 
The camp is neatly laid out, with two 
rows of, five 
space between rows, © g 
end of the rows ix a larger building 
holding the refectory, recreation room 
and kitchen. Behind this are the 
quarters of the administrative staff 
and the offices. The camp is on the 


Edenderry - Dublin road, about ten 
niles, from Edenderry, the same 
‘distance from Newbridge, and 
about the same from Clane, so 
that the ‘turf-cutters © will 
suffer from any unfamiliar feeling of 
! metropolitan congestion, As there is a 
public-house on the cross-roads beside 
the camp, the bar has been left out of 
the canteen accommodation. The camp 
will, therefore, probably be a help to 
local trade. 

The problem of devising amusements 
for the men will probably be tackled by 
Parish Councils, wherever these exist 
within reach of the camps. It is 
expected that a football or hurling 
league, or both, will develop, with inter- 
camp matches. The halls for recreation 
do not provide accommodation for very 
large crowds, but eoncerts probably 
will be features of the camp life. 

The housing is of concrete, obviously 
built to last a considerable time. The 
Government intends that the present 
turf drive will not be a mere emergency 
measure. It may be that turf will take 
the pee of “‘taties”’ in the lives of 
the Western migrant labourers, and 
that the twenty-mile “boom town ”’ 
will become the permanent quarters of 
ia slean army which will be as impor- 
tant to the homes of the country as 
are the farmer and his plough.
